INTEREST DATE ON PUBLIC 
PROVINCIAL DEBT CUT 2%% 


EDMONTON—FEffecting a saving 
of $3,000,000 annually, compulsory 


reduction of the interest rate on the 


public debt of Alberta to 2%% was 
announced last Wednesday by Pre- 
mier Aberhart and Hon, Chas. Cock- 
roft, Provincial Treasurer. 

Without proclaiming the compuls- 
ory refunding act passed at the first 
session of the legislature under a 
Social Credit administration, the new 
rate will become effective June 1 un- 
der authority of the Alberta Treasury 
Act. 

The whole $160,000,000 public debt 
of the province with the possible ex- 
ception of $25,000,000 owing to the 
federal government, will come under 
the new rate. It includes the $9000000 
in provincial savings certificates upon 
which payment was stopped last Au- 
gust when the government took of-

KEEPING YOUR LAWN 


This year with the abundance of 
moisture and hot weather many of 
the citizens of town and district have 
more opportunity for success in their 
lawns and we have clipped the follow- 


ing article from a contemporary for 


* the benefit of our readers: 

“How is your lawn? If it is not in 
the best of condition and even if it 
is, a little work and fertilizer applied 
right now will do much towards as- 
suring a thick even lawn throughout 
the growing season, Rolling on damp 
days keeps the lawn smooth and the 
roots well-pressed into the soil. Do 
not, however, roll the lawn when very 
wet or the soil will be packed too 
hard, On sandy soil, rollers of the 
heaviest weights can be used with 
as many repetitions as desired. On 
clay or even loams or slit loams the 
weight of the roller should be no 
heavier that is required to level the 
surface of the soil—just enough to 
obliterate all traces of heel prints. 


The best lawns are found on soils | 


that are kept in a fertile condition. 
A healthy, strong growing lawn will 
to a great extent keep out weeds. 


One of the best methods of improving 


soil is to apply a top-dressing of 
commercial plant food in spring.
